Tho fall court of assize o])eiied yester- 
day morning before their lordships Chief 
Justice Bogbie niid H. P. P. Grouse, in 

tlie Stipreiiio Onurt Rnonis, ,Jamos Bay. 

\V. J. .KnustrniiL,', II, Itlutuit, .1. (i. 
Fiallaiityue, .1. .A. T. Catuii, Tlxjiuaa

'I'liis, 
liowoyer, was no ronstui why ilie full uia- 
cliinery uf pruof slinulil lie ue^iected. 
Tlie grand jury wore eujuiueil In ileinanil 
oVory prunf, mi umtter luiw siiii]ile any 
casu may uppear on ii.'^ face. 'I'lio ochu- 
parativuly aiuiple cane.s fnr tho (^riiinl 
jury to (leal witli, were tlmse of larceny, 
ubt<'iiniu<{ lucinuy under false pretences, 
eaeapiug frniii ciiKtn iy, unlawful wound- 
ini^ and, unfcirtiiiiately, ouu of uiurder. 

Tlio nmre cmploto ea.-*e.a let'erreil In 
woi'o ono oluirge of eriiuiiiid libel and a 
oliaryo of auiidiiij^ lellei's cniilaiiiiii^ 
threats tu kill or luuiMer. 

After eliaiL^dii!,' hrielly in regard to tlio 
live eases de.si;;natBd as tlie least coinpli- 
ciited, his h>iilshi|id\volt at groator letigi h 
utaiii iHe ([ueslicu of Idiul, and what a 
eriuiiiKil libel i:ivi>!ves. .A civil suit f'^r 
libel was L;eueialiy Inr d.-iina'^es in ciiiii- 
pein-iatinn fur persnii.il injury received. .\ 
criuiinal aclmn was luduulil when iml 
old}' ouu per.son, hnl society, luul been in- 
jured, if a man was to be assaulted and 
beatoii so that bo would renuira niedic.il 
assistance, his nssailnnt would nut only he 
required to pay the medical attendant ai .d 
tho loss of time which his victim wnukl he 
put to, blithe wmiid he roipiirod to an 
awur to the crime aLj'.iiiiat sucii'ly as weil. 
A criminal libol in tho same way, nut only 
etl'ected the one most directly injuiial,bui 
society. A tuan's oharactor is as valnuhlu 
to hiui as any proporty of which ho may 
he po^iue.ssud. Sliakespeare has said, "who 
Btuiila my purso steals trash, but he who 
steals niy good name, robs mo of that 
which not enriches him and leaves nie 
poor indood." No one has a right lo t;tko 
unothur's pocke -book, and, to most, iiion, 
a good name is far more valualilu. 

When a high oiliuial has been slandtired 
tho Attorney-Gonoml sometitnws considers 
it his duty to lile u criminal information 
of libol. .Siuuotiincs the ])erauti wlio 
claims lo bo directly injured, files an in- 
fonnatioii and the caHC ia lirst heard in a 
proliunnary e.xaniinal ion before a magi.s- 
trate, ami then pieeeeds to the higher 
court through the ordinai-y channels. The 
information had been laid in this latter 
way in the charge preferred against tlits 
Cui.o.M.sr now3|),iper, which was the ono 
referred to. It woidd be for tbu grand 
jury to decide whether .any injury had 
been done. If tluy thought any bud, it 
would bo their duty so to say, and tho 
casu would hj tried before a j udge and 
jury. Tho duly nf the grand jury would 
ho lo aacertain whether or not a libel luul 
boun published — they need go no further. 
They need Aob go mto the question of 
justification at all. 

It was the duty of society lo seo that the 
charactor of her jiuhlic men was not as- 
sailed. A libel was anything that ini- 
poaches the honesty and integrity of a 
man. It would not bo libel to speak of 
him as a foul, tu cuiuuient upon hi.s wia- 
dom, but it would ho libellous to pro- 
nounce him a rogue. If the jury found 
that tho article urged us a libel ni tho caeo 
to come before them, impeached tho char- 
actor of the mayor, it would bo thoir duty 
to find a true hill. 

In rogard to the charge of sending let- 
ters threatening to murder Hon. Robert 
Dunsniuir preferred against Dr. Gustavus 
Hamilton Griffin, his lordship roniarked 
to the jury: Some of you may think it 
worth your while to read the papers. If 
you have, you will discard from your 
minds anything beai ing on iheeaso which 
you may have read in tlie paper.s. Vnu will 
consider only from the evidonco laid before 
you. Hia lordship had rend tho letters. 
They were written in Greek and .Spanish, 
a very fow words in French also boing 
uiiGil. Thoy had been written by suuio 
one accuslouiod to speak collo- 
i|uial Greek and Spanish. Tho 
lottors contained in.iny errors in graiu- 
mar, that no one who had learned eithur 
language graium.'ii ically or was a native to 
it. would make. If the jury found tbut 
tho evidence justiliud the suspicion that 
tlie letters, a photographic copy of whioh 
would be handed thoiii, were written by 
tho accuuod, it was iheir duty to tind a 
truo bill. 

His lordship cunoludod his charge to the 
jury by severely commenting on the 

almost undecipherable writing on a num- 
ber of deposit ions received from the idly 
police depart iiient. 

Mr. Theo. Diivie, <J. C., referring to 
tho case of Edward Hodgo, charued with 
escape, said that the defendant who wa.s 
on bail wished to bu tried under the 
Speetly iTials act; there was no necessity 
for going to Ihe ex])onso of sunnnoning a 
jury. 

His L^.i-dshiii K.'ud that his wishing to 
be tried behu'c a judge alone allowed that 
llie prisoner llioiighi I hat ho had a good 
defence, and tu s'line extent told in bis 
hivnr. lie Ihoiiglit however that as the 
ease wan on the list it had better proceed 
in I he ordinary w.iy. 

J\Ir. I'ooley.g.C, on In half of Campbell 
and Koniiedy, whose casi^ was .i reiiieiiel 
from tho last assizes, applied for a post- 
ponement until Thursday, in consequence 
of the illness of Mr. Dnike, Q. C, who 
was also retained for the dofuiico. 

I\!r. Tluio. Davie, who appe.-ired for the 
prosecution, saiil that the Urown woiihl 
not ho prepareil to go on at this assize in 
coiKseiiuouce of material witnesses being 
absont in San Francisco. 

Mr. Pooley would protest astaiust tin 
case going over to the next assizes. 1 1 
had already stood o\ er one assizo. 

Mr. l_)a\''ie sai 1 Ui.il I he last postpouo- 
mont waa upon the applicat ion of the de 
foiice. 

His Lordship thought that tho prosecu- 
tion would be entitled to one postpone- 
ment. It would bo inconvenient to have 
many poHtponemoiits as it would 
iKiceHHitato liriiiging (he jury back, 
Howevi^r, as lh(^ uitniis.ses were in San 
l''iancirtco, the in'ocesH of this court eoiihl 
not reach them and it would bo no use 
postponing the caso until next assizes nn 
1(!SS the attendance of the witnesses could 
111) secured by that iiicans. 

Mr. Davie said lliat in thu lOllis-Sai!,'- 
isoii libel case, in tho event of a true bill 
being rcturiiod it would bo necessary li 
havo a postponomotit, as a |)loa of justiti 
cidioii would be pleaded whioh would ro 
iiuiro time lo draw, and to prevent bring 
ing tlie jury backwards and forwards, ii 
would he beat to try the case before n 
special jury. 

His lordship thought from what he re 
inembered of tho Canipbtill-Koiinedj' case

Cainc 
is delighted with its climate. He says: 
"Tho climate of Brit ish Columbia is as 
nearly perfect as po3.sibli>. It is free from 
evcessive heat iusuiiuiior and extreme cold 
in winter,and is healthful and invigorating 
all the year round. Snow seldom falls and 
never lies more than a few dwys * * * 
Taken as a whole, British Columbia is 
one of the most delightful countries in 
the world, and wore 1 compelled by cir- 
cumstances to ai'ck a fresh home away 
from the old country, it would have at- 
tractions that Would be irresistiljlc to 
me."

Lord Stanley has incurred tho dispio.is- 
lire of some of our French Canadian con- 
temporaries by tendering some very 
wholesome .and gri^atlv needed ad\'!co In 
the rein-esentatives of the Si. .IcaiiP-ap 
tiste .Society, who, :\ few days ai^i i. pre- 
sented him with an addrcaa. Tlu' Si. 
.lean Baptiate Society ia to the French 
Canadians what the St. George Society is 
to Englishmen, tlie St. Andrew's Society 
to Scotchmen, and St. Patrick's Society 
to Irishmen— and, perhaps, something; 
more. It is a Nation.al Society. ;iiul 
French Canadians only are eligible for 
meinbership. Lord Stanley has seen 
what many in Canada observe and ileiih n c. 
that men who have made Canada tlicii 
home retain Iheir distinctive nationality 
too long. Tliey do not —if we luiiy br 
.allowed to coin a word — Caii,uliaiii/.c very 
readily. Patriotic Canadians do not want 
men who have settled in Canada to forget 
the land of their birth or their origin, 
or to lose their veneration for the " Old 
Country," or the " B'atherland," but they 
do expect them to feel the deepest intere.st 
in the country in which they are seekiii.; 
thoir fortune and which they expect and 
hope will be the hunie nf their cliildi'oii 
and their children's children. They 
s'oioyly desire men of ;iil nationalities ti^ 
coalesce ami become ( 'aiiadiaiis. The 

country which i,'ivcs them a li\-clili i, 

whoau interests they are all endeavoring, 
in their diiferent ways and according to 
thoir different lights, to further, is well 
worthy tho first place in their afiiection. 
I'hey are iu the position of men and wo- 
iiiuu who have left the paternal home to 
do for themselves. Tho affrction for hia 
parents of the man who has gone oiil intn 
lho world to make a living for himself by 
hia own exertiiiiia is not necessarily 
weakened. He may e\ cn feel a diM!]iei- 
respect for them and lo\ i:ihcin more ten 
derly after he has left tlicni ami formrcl 
new ties and gained new experienee.s tiiaii 
wlicn ho was under their care; but bis 
first dnty is for his own himio, his own 
business, and the now relations 
he has formed in his independent 
condition.

There 
ne(Ml be no eatrangenioiit, but the new 
condition has created new diiti(!s .-iiiil new 
all'ectiona. .And it is somet hiii;; iiki' this 
wit li colonists. The old land Is im lunger

ought to be fondly clu-rislied, and lliey 

may be jiroud of their descenl fi men

Men 
whose home is Canada and whose children 
are born in Canada, should make panada 
their country. Canada should be to thdni 
what England is to the I'higliKhuian, Sent ■ 
land to tho Scotcliiiian. In-land in ihc 
Irishman, I''raneii to the i''i-enrliimm, (o'l-- 
many to the (ornian. Tlie Canadian'.s 
coniitry is a great, country. Tlier<i arc 
few Countries in the world that coiit;iiii as 
much to love and to bo pruud of iia this 
Car.iula of ours. But it will never be tho 
country it ought to be or tho country it 
can be made to bo until its inhabilanis 
are oue people. It whs bocauso Lord 



Stanley said soiucthing like this to the 
French Canadian deputfttioa that he has 
incurred the displeasure -of: some.. Frehbh 
Canadito .editors who ha\'e .expressed 
their feelings in strung and not too re- 
spectful language. But they aro both 
fuoli.sh and unpatriotic. What re.-ison- 
able mail, wdiatever his iiaUonalily 
may he, would liiiil fault with 
the < Governor tieiieial fur warning Can- 
adians ai^ainst the wiles of annexation 
intriguers and showing them tho advaiit- 
agci of British connection? What sensi- 
ble limn is there between the Atlantic and 
tho Pacific who would take offence at 
being exhorted to eschew sectionalism and 
to unite with all good Cnnndians in pro- 
moling tho welfare of hia country.

\'on have referred to liie in your address 
as a friend to llie I''|-eiich and that is true. 
Here 1 .speak licit her to tin' l'"riaich nor 
to the i'inglisb. I speak to Canadians, 
and I trust that the great Dominion will 
always bo at peace at lioine and in friend- 
ly alliaiict; with other nations." It 
seoins a pily that as soon as the Oov- 
oi nor General departs from the unconven- 
tioualitios of compliment he is severely 
taken to task by the very men who might 
ho expected best to appreciate both the 
soundness and the timolinoaa of his ad- 
vice.
